A Note from Ken Greble 


From water and fire comes new life... 

This weekend we will baptize with water, and anoint with oil Isabella Rose. This is a part of our Lutheran 
faith's sacramental tradition. Many of you know I have been fortunate enough to spend this past week 
in the woods! Looking at life surrounding me as I invaded this part of God's creation. As I looked out at 
beautiful vistas from every vantage point I could hardly take in all that unfolded before me. The colors 
vivid, the smells so rich with camp fires and grilling. There was a constant stream of children screaming 
with laughter and adults doing the same! There were quiet conversations and naps, fishing adventures, 
campfires, bird watching and many family stories from past adventures. I could go on for quite some 
time with all this blessed experience. However I want to take this time to tell you of two thoughts which 
were very present throughout this week. 

There is a tree on Mongaup pond in the Catskill Mountains. Not unusual, however this tree was 
somewhat unique to the rest. Like most families there had been misfortune for this tree. The original 
tree long since having died must have been a majestic specimen. But growing up and out of this tree 
was a new tree, fully grown and straining towards the sky at the edge of Mongaup pond, gladly 
contributing to the song of life that God has created from water in this place. 

At night the forest that this little tree and pond live within recedes as the campfire comes to life. Sitting 
warm on our camp chairs there were frequent lulls in the depth of family conversation. I got the sense 
that each person was drawn into another place while looking deep into the glowing embers. What 
draws us into this constantly undulating warmth? Of course there is the sleepiness we have because of a 
long day at camp! Although once again I couldn't escape the thought that here was another tree — or 
two — having died so that new life could come forth. In this case there were new family connections 
coming forth around the warmth of the glowing flames. The fire of the Holy Spirit touching each person. 

In these experiences I found both death and life springing forth into my camp experience. In both of 
these examples I was moved to reflect on Christ the King's upcoming welcome and commitment to 
Isabella Rose. As you reflect on life and death within the CTK community I pray that you will be 
encouraged that like the wood of the stump at the pond or the fire wood. ..it is in the complete giving up 
of ourselves that new life springs forth.
